The assaults began 
Saturday mrming and at last ac- 
counts battles were raging furiously. 

A German official statement for- 
warded from Berlin admit* German 
reverses. 

While the allies were advancing 
into Germa r entrenchments, British 
battleships were battering away at 
German positions between Zeebrug- 
ge and Nieuport. 

For several weeks there had been 
an almost incessant bombardment 
with big guns, which increased late 
last week in intensity, particularly in 
the sectors where infantry attacks 
too* place. This prepared the way 
for the general a g sault. 

The French, who have the mist 
important gain to their credit, made 
their chief onset around Perthes, 
Beausejour and Suippes, in Cham- 
pagne, where in December they made 
a considerable gain. This attack, 
backed by a tremendous artillery 
fire, gave them possession of more 
territory than they had retaken from 
the Germans since the latter dug 
themselves in after the battle t f 
Marne.

They 
include some of the most b-illiant 
plumsge, and some extremely val- 
uable, and attracted much attention. 

The silver pheaaants. worth $i5 a 
psir, are like partridges, only larg- 
er. The golden pheasants, $15 a 
p»ir, are handsomer, the msle re- 
sembling a cockatoo, Plain ring- 
necks are worth $6 a pair. Amhersta 
are worth $30 a pair. The male has 
a tail two feet long, gray, with small 
black stripes and with heavy black 
stripes an inch np-rt. The male of 
the Swinehoe species, $50 a pair, is 
black, with white on the back and 
tail. The Reeves variety is worth 
$25 a pair. The male has yellow 
body plumage tipped with black, 
gray wings and tail and a white ring 
around the neck. 

The versicolor pheasant is listed at 
$35 a pair. The male has a peacock 
feather back, rag-carpet wings rain- 
bow tipped and apurple breast. Mon- 
golians and the Pride of Wales each 
sell for $25 a piir. 

The most precious species, the lm- 
peyan, Eells for $200 a pair. The fe- 
male has a body like a duck and a 
a head like a turkey's. She is bright 
blue on the back and wings and has 
a black breast and a brorze tail. 

The Manchurian Eared, $125 a 
pair, is considered by many the most 
beautiful, and this species is differ- 
ent from the others in that the fe- 
male, instead of resembling in size 
and color a cross between a partridge 
and Brown Leghorn chicken, looks 
exactly like the male. They have 
white "horns," brown bodies, red 
heads and beautiful gray and furry 
backs and tails, the latter being tip- 
ped with black.

Now that the supply of coal-tar 
dyes from Kurope has been cut off, 
the Hardwood Record suggests that 
we return to the dyes that were used 
before coal-tar colors were invented. 
These were derived from bark, roots, 
wood snd the juices of plants. The 
Hardwood Record gives a list of the 
most important native plants that 
were so used and that are still open 
to us. 

The yellow oak supplies a fine yel- 
low dye called quercitron, found in a 
thin layer under the outer bark. 

The butternut gives a brown with 
which the famous Confederate 
"jeans" were dyed. 

The outer hulls of the nuts of the 
black walnut furnish a dark brown. 

The roots, bark and wood of the 
osage orange produce a fine yellow. 
Other yellows can be made from the 
yellow wood, mesquit and staghorn 
sumac. 

The Indians used alder wood for 
making a reddish dye. 

By boiling the finely chipped 
heartwood of the blue wood a black 
dye is produced in the valley of the 
Rio Grande. 

The brilliant red with which the 
Indians tinted their eagle feathers 
and buckskin garments was made 
from dogwood. 

Red gum and locust wood were 
used also by thp pioneers in America, 
and the vivid yellow of Chinese silks 
is made from a tree similar to the

Geome Wat-on. a Ba dstown ne- 
gro, has just ri turned from what is 
probably the most remarkable t'ip 
ever made by any negro in the coun- 
try. George not only relates his won- 
derful experiences, but they are sub- 
stantiated by post cards which he 
sent his mother from time to time, 
and which she had white friends to 
read to her. 

George was sent from here to the 
penitentiary at Frankfort some years 
ago for shooting and wourding 
Smith Wilson, a negro of this p'ace. 
When George was discharged from 
that inst tution he found his way up 
in o British Columbia, sending acard 
from there to his mother. Not lik- 
ing the climate there. George de- 
termined to return home. When 
pas-ing through Cedar Rapids, Iowa, 
he was employed by an agent of the 
British government to go with a 
shipment of horses that wer* oaded 
upon the stock transport, Merry 
Catherine, and shipped to Liverpool, 
England, George going with them. 
When the stock reached its destina 
tion and was discharged, George was 
employed > s a coal passer, upon the 
troop transport, Durba, which had 
been ordered to London, to take on 
board soldiers, bound for the Darda- 
relles. Among these soldiers was a 
regiment of Canadians. George says 
that half of them were Americans. 
One of them being Paul Hi skins, son 
of Mr. George Hoskins, of near 
Bardstown. Upon Inquiry it was as- 
certained that Paul Hoskins had 
been away from home some time, but 
no one knew tnat he was with the 
Canadians in the Dardanelles, until 
a card from George brought the 
news. George siys that there were 
three other boys from Kentucky 
with them, two from Owens- 
boro, and one from Lexington, but 
he did not remember their names. 
The transport, Durba, took these 
troopa to Alexandria, Egypt, where 
they disembarked, the transport 
continuing tts way to Australia 
where more soldiers were taken on 
board and brought to the Dada- 
nellea. 

Tae transport was then ordered to 
Liverpool. On its homeward trip it 
was chased by a Geiman submarine. 
The Durba, by frequent changes in 
its direction evaded the submarine, 
but several shots were fired at the 
Durba. one of which struck and 
knocked down one of her smoke stacks 
Wireless calls for help were sent out 
by the Durba, but no aid came, Anal- 
ly it reached Liverpool in safety. In 
that city George aaw a captured sub- 
marine in the dry dock*, an admis- 
sion fee of ten cents was charged to 
enter the veaael. the proceeds being 



applied to the hospital fund. 
From Liverpool George was brought 
to Newport News, Va., in another 
stock transport, where a cargo of 
horses and mules were to be taken 
on. The agent wanted George to 
continue with him but George said 
no. he had enough, he wanted to 
c >me home, aad that he "didn't like 
them submarines no how." From 
Newport News, George came back 
to Bardstown weary, footsore and 
dead broke.— Bardstown Standard.

Thirty-6vc Men to Be Arraigned 

it the Term of Court at 
Madisonville. 

Msdisonville. Ky.. Sept 27. -The 
regular fall term of the Hopkins 
circuic court convened Monday 
morning with an unusually heavy 
docket for a fall term. Circuit 
Judge J. F Gordoo, wbo baa pre- 
sided over the courts in this district 
for the past fourteen years, goesoot 
at the conclusion of thia term, and 
wiM he succeeded by Jadge Lee Gib- 
eon of tlvs city. Commonwealth's 
Attorney John L. Grayot of Smith- 
lind. who has served in this capacity 
for the past twenty-three years, also 
retires. J. Elliott Baker of Prince- 
ton is the democratic nominee for 
this office, which is equivalent to 
election. 

Several important cases are to 
come up »t the present term, among 
them about thirty-five men ctmrged 
with "night tiding" crimes. TheM 
cases are set for the seventh day t f 
the term and more than 300 wit- 
nesses will be summoned by the 
commonwealth and defense Moit 
of the indictments are the result of 
the raid on a boarding house at Ctr- 
bondB several months ago, when 
several people were injured. The 
house was riddled with bullets. 
Others are for whipping negroes and 
other raids. 

Other cases that will attract* con- 
•iderable attention and in which the 
best legal talent of western Ken- 
tucky will take part is that of the 
commonwealth vs. Floyd Craynor, 
Jim Robinson. C. S. Bookwalter, 
Otto Hamilton arid Glover Todd. 
Jim R)bmson and Floyd Craynor 
are charged with the murder of 
Demmett Woodruff and Glover 
H iard «t Hsmt-y Station last spring, 
while Biokwaiter, Hamilton and 
Todd are accused of being accest nr- 
ies before the fact. Demmett 
Woodruff wbs a wealthy merchant 
at Hamby Station snd Hoard washis 
clerk. The two men were assassi 
nated one night in Woodruff's store, 
the murderers firing from ambush, 
and after the men were down shots 
were fired through their heads. 
As a result of the killing the above 
mentioned men were indicted. 
Craynor and Bookwalter have never 
been apprehended. Hamilton and 
Todd are out on bond, while Jim 
Robinson is in the county jail. 
Bookwalter is the president of a coal 
company in the county and very 
weolthy. He has never been heard 
from since the i-idictment. It isj 
claimed. Many sensati >i.al reports i 
regarding the assassination of the ' 
men have been circulated and the 
forthcoming trial will probably clear 
up the mystery. Rewards have 
teen offered by the family, county 
an i state for the conviction of the 
guniy parties.

can stand on the road, ruts will re- 
sult and when these are ground down 
duat forms and finally a loose roadbed 
results. 

Keeping the roadbed well crowned 
and smooth will hold the moisture In 
it so that it will pack hard. 

Weeds must also be kept several 
feet from the wheeltrack else they 
will draw the moisture from the road- 
d and thus loosen it up; this is 
especially true in regions of moderate 
rainfall. 

Trees should not be allowed to 
shade the road as this keeps It too 
moist on the surface after rains so 
that travel spoils the surface. 

The making of a smooth roadbed 
requires that when the soil is put on. 
it be laid In layers and not In piles. 
When dumped in piles some places 
will be more packed than others and 
there will likely be a difference in the 
density, while if laid on in layers this 
will be avoided. Each layer should 
be harrowed, or better yet, disked and 
packed before the next one is laid 
down. In this way a good roadbed is 
secured from the first, while if the 
soil is Just dumped on the road to be 
leveled and packed by the traffic over 
the road a good roadbed will never be 
spctired. 

The best tool for keeping the road 
well crowned anil the surface smooth 
Is the splltlog drag. This tool should 
be used soon after a rain. The soil 
Is then loose and easily moved. Tha 
drag- moves but small amounts of soil 
and smears It on the roadbed in thin 
layers which is Just what Is wanted. 
It cuts off any projections and nils 
up any low places. 

Where there is standing water the 
roadbed should be kept at loast a 
foot above the v.ater surface and 
eighteen Indus is better. The nature 
of the soil and the length of time that 
the water stands along the road will 
to a degree determine how high the 
roadbed must be above tho water. 

In dry-farming territory it is im- 
portant to keep the weeds awuy from 
tho roadbed and to keep the roadbed 
well crowned and smooth.

Calf diphtheria is due to a spsclflo 
Infection, and Is always a serious mat- 
ter. The trouble may appear with 
calves from three to five days old.

Tbe following la an old 
Kngliah recipe for tbla delectable Bum- 
mer drink Stand a bottle of claret 
and one of soda water on hp. to cool. 
Put a tableppoonful of granulated su- 
gar Id a claret jug with a wine glaaa 
of brandy and blend thoroughly. Add 
three stripe of lemon peel, cut into 
bits, and two atrtpa of cucumber rind, 
also two sprigs of fresh gTeen mint and 
a tablespoonful of maraschino. Add 
the claret and eoda water, stir well to- 
gether, ice and serve Immediately. 

Mint Punch.— Make a sirup by boil- 
ing one quart of water and two cupfula 
of augar 20 minutes. Urulse and sep- 
arate a dozen spriga ' f mint, cover 
with one and one half cupfula of boil- 
ing water and steep for 10 minutes. 
Then strain and add to the sirup. Add 
tbe Juice of eight lemons, two orangea, 
a cupful of strawberry Juice and aet 
aalde to cool. When ready to serve, 
add one pint of claret, a large piece 
of ice and enough water to dilute.

IndTa Punch.— The Juice of two or- 
anges and two lemona, one cupful of 
water and one cupful of augar: boll for 
10 minutes. Add thia to one pint of 
cold tea. Chill and serve, adding a 
few strawberries and cherries for gar 
niahlng. 

Canton Punch. — Chop a pound of 
Canton ginger (tbe kind that comes 
in earthenware Jars), add eight cup- 
fula of cold water and two cupfula of 
sugar. Cover and let stand half an 
hour. Then gradually bring to tbe 
boiling point and boil for 16 mlnutee. 
Then add a cupful each of orange and 
lemon Juice. When cool, strain and 
serve with crushed ice. 

English Lemonade.— Pare two or- 
anges and six lemons as thinly as pos- 
sible and steep them in a quart of hot 
(not boiling* water for four hours. 
Boil one and a quarter pounds of gran- 
ulated sugar In three pints of water. 
Combine the two liquids, and add the 
Juice of six oranges, and a dozen lem- 
Stir well, strain and ice.

Births More Than Doable The 
Deaths in The State of 
Kentucky. 

The State Board of Health has if 

sued a bul'etin on Vital Statistics 
that is full of interest. It shows 30,- 
139 deaths in Kentucky in 1914 from 
all causes, and 61,135 births, about 
2,000 less than for the two previous 
years. 

Of the deaths 4,2^1 were from tu- 
berculosis, an increase of 1,100 over 
1913.
